REMARKS 

Claims 1-8 were pending in the subject application, with Claims 1-5 having 
been examined and Claims 6-8 having been withdrawn from consideration. By this 
amendment, applicants have cancelled Claims 1-8 without prejudice or disclaimer and 
added new Claims 9-28. New Claims 9-28 are supported by the disclosure and claims as 
originally filed. Accordingly, entry of new Claims 9-28 is respectfully requested. 

At page 2 of the Office Action, the Examiner requested that applicants 
amend the specification on page 1 to refer to the corresponding PCT and French priority 
applications. It is noted that this information was provided in the Preliminary 
Amendment filed on January 7, 2005. 

The Examiner also requested that the Abstract be amended to remove "5" 
in line 3. A new Abstract in which the line numbers have been removed is attached as 
Exhibit 1. Entry of the new Abstract is respectfully requested. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 4 and 5 were objected for being of improper form. This objection 
should be moot in view of the new claims. Accordingly, withdrawal of this objection is 
respectfully requested. 

35 U.S.C. 112 Rejections 

Claims 1-3 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. More 
particularly, Claim 1 was rejected for failing to recite positive steps, while Claims 2 and 3 
were rejected as being dependent on an indefinite base claim. Claims 1-3 have been 
cancelled and replaced with a new claim set that recites positive steps. In view of the 
new claims, it is believe that this rejection is moot. Accordingly, reconsideration and 
withdrawal of this rejection is respectfully requested. 
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Claim 3 also was rejected for reciting broad and narrow ranges. Claim 3 



has been cancelled and replaced with new Claims 12 and 13. In view of the new claims, 
it is believe that this rejection is moot. Accordingly, reconsideration and withdrawal of 
this rejection is respectfully requested. 

In view of the preceding amendments and remarks, applicants respectfully 
request withdrawal of the objections and rejections, and passage of the claims to 
allowance.
